Office Action Summary 



Part of Paper No. 99 
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1 . The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f)or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1-4,6, 10, 14, 15, 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Von Deyn (WO 96/26206). The provisos are directed to cpds. 1 .277 
and 1 .254. The adjacent alkyl homologues of R1 ,2,3 and L in the reference are taught 
and would be obvious and expected to display the same properties. . 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 10, 14, 15, 21-23 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 and 8 of 
U.S. Patent No. 5846907. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
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patentably distinct from each other because the claims encompass the unpatentable 

homologues of the "excepted" compounds in the proviso. Vide Infra. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 

this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
